friend and benefactor, Lee Arbegust. 
With Thomas in the prison death house 
are :George~Weuck, sentenced, to die for 
the murder 'near Louisville of William 
Oelke, a fellow farmer, and Charles 
Miller, given the death penalty-for the 
murder of two railroad guards in the 
Breckenridge county. An effort to .carry 
Thomas' case to the supreme court, 
marks the first skirmish in probably 
the most stubborn legal battle in the. 
state's history to'save a condemned 
person.

tion to the abrogation of the present 
arrangements on this subject."

Dr.-Farrand recalled the progress 


made in the 
tuberculosis campaign 


during the last 20 years. He pointed 
out that while the emphasis in 
the 


campaign in 1904 was laid largely up- 
on measures to prevent the infection 
caused by tuberculosis, 
today, 
be- 


cause of increased 
scientific 
knowl- 


eedge.. greater emphasis is being laid 
upon measures to build up the gen- 
eral health so as to resist the 
germ 


of the disease with which a. great 
majority of people are 
already 
in- 


fected. 


Khen the Xa'tional Tuberculosis As- 


sociation was formed 20 years ago. 
there were only a few tuberculosis as- 
sociations organized to prevent the 
disease. 
Dr. Farrand 
pointed 
out 


that today there is a. state tuberculo- 
association in every state and that 
there are 1350 local tuberculosis as- 
sociations, and that practically every j 
state and local health department is 
giving attention to the control of tu- 
berculosis. This progress is due very 
largely to the constantly increasing 
revenue being brought in by the an- 
nual sale of Christmas -seals". 


The death rate from tuberculosis. 


Dr. Farrand pointed out. has been 
cut in half, but because - there 
are 


many things that are not yet known 
regarding tuberculosis, 
more 
study 


and research concerning, the disease is 
needed. 
"AVe seek, to know primar- 


ily," *aid Dr. Farrand. "why It is that 
tuberculosis develops in an individual, 
formerly healthy 
although 
infected, 


who lives in good surroundings, and 
who for no apparent reason suddenly 
develops the symptoms of active tu- 
berculosis. 
We also 
need 
further 


information as to what-part is played 
by nutrition^ by fatigue and what re- 
sults might occur If it were possible 
to produce In any locality In a civil- 
ized part of the globe a group of peo- 
ple who in adult life were freed from 
the -infection1 and who then were sud- 
denly exposed to the tubercle bacil- 
lus."
